Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amendments and arguments regarding offsets and error-correcting codes possibly add new meanings 
On offsets, one must note that offsets are difference between codewords. This is inherent in the art. Applicant's apparent requirement of 
ipsis verbis description of the claim language in the art is not found in patent law. 

On error-correcting codes, applicant has failed to argue HOW his claimed invention is different from the art in the use of the error- 
correcting codes. The claim language of claim 9 recites that the codewords correspond to error-correcting codes. How else would the 
usual correcting codes be implemented? Is applicant really trying to assert that the language of claim 9 quoted at page 14 of the 
Remarks section is not suggested in the prior art? Surely not. Hence, the applicant's arguments are either not yet persuasive.
